May  I  always 
regard  as  confidential  that  information  shared  with  me  by  my 
patients,  and  honor  their  trust. 

In  essence,  may  each  patient  regardless  of  race,  politics, 
gender,  or  social  standing  be  regarded  by  me  as  a  fellow  human  in 
need,  for  whom  I  will  do  as  much  as  my  training  and  knowledge 
allows.  Above  all,  may  I  do  no  harm. 
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
